Applicant argued the following: 

The office action suggests that both Fernandes and Tang teach the use of a sticky note; however, there simply appears to be nothing in 
any of the nnaterial in Fernandes (and Tang) that has anything to do with a sticky note. 

The Examiner disagrees for the following reason(s): 

Since the claim language only recites that the user interface be in the form of a sticky note to be annotated in order to pass a note to an 
intended recipient and both Tang and Fernandes teach a user interface with an appearance of a sticky note that can be annotated in 
order to pass a note to an intended recipient (Tang: figs. 1(A-B), 3 and 5 elements 18, 29, 19 and 26 respectively; Fernandes: fig. 3 
elements 42a and 42b), the limitation is still well read in by the Tang and Fernandes reference. 
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
